New York, Nov. 8.—Thirteen of the 
fourteen reservations to the peace 
treaty proposed by the senate foreign 
relations committee do not affect ma- 
terially the value of the covenant and 
prebably would be accepted by the 
other powers, former President Taft 
today told. the League for Political 
Edueation. ‘The fourteenth reserva- 
tion, proposed by Senator Reed of 
Missouri, is so drastic, Mr. Taft de- 
clared, that it is impossible of ac 
ceptance by other nations. 

Senator Reed’s proposal was inter- 
preted by the’ former president as 
meaning: “I am glad to join your 
league if you gare bound by it and I 
am not. I shall be glad to get all the 
benefit out of it so long as it does 
not require me to do anything.” 

The reservation declares the United 
States will not be bound by any ques- 
tion that involves its vital interest-or 
honor submitted to the league or its 
tribunals of an international charac- 
ter.

FEDERAL JURIST 


OF WAR DRY ACT 


Hand of New 
York Expresses Be- 
lief in Hotel Case. 


New York, Nov. 8.—“Genuine doubt” 
as to the validity of the war time 
prohibition act, already held unconsti- 
tutional by a United States District 
court in Kentucky, was expressed to- 
day by Federal Judge L. A. Hand. 

The opinion was given during the 
hearing of arguments on a motion to 
| vacate an injunction classifying the 
Eastern hotel as a “public nuisance ” 
under the’ Volstead law. 

The question of the validity of the 
law was put aside by the judge as 
not coming within the scope of the 
hearing, but considerable importance 
was attached to his words as he re- 
served decision last week on three mo- 
tions to have war time prohibition 
declared unconstitutional. 

“Of course the act may be Invalid,” 
Judge Hand ,saild in today’s case. 
“There is to my mind a very genu- 
ine doubt about that. The act may 
be invalid, but we are not discussing 
its validity. We are discussing its 
meaning. It seems to be quite clear 
that its meaning is.that it shall run 
beyond the present time because the 
president has not made any state- 
ment that the conclusion of the war 
may mean the conclusion of hostili- 


ties.

Judge Hand then asked both sides 
if they could furnish any <aAltithorities 
defining the war powers of congress. 
Assistant United States Attorney Ear!

JAPS’ OBJECTION 
HALTS CHICAGO 
LOAN TOCHINA 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—Efforts 
to extend a loan to China to tide over 
what is regarded as a desperate situa- 
tion threatening the existence of the 
government have come to a standstill 
owing to disagreement over the secu- 
rity offered. 

The Chieago bankers’ group which 
was negotiating a loan of $36,000,000 
to the northern government of China, 
it was learned, demanded that the loan 
be a lien on the salt tax in addition 
to other sources of revenue. 

Objection immediately was made by 
the Japanese financial interests com- 
posing the group’ of bankers which 
would be included in the International 
consortium on the ground that this 
consortium had first call on the salt 
tax by previous arrangement with 
China.

Chicago’s returning soldiers, sailors, 


and marines had comparatively little

“The conditions of distress in Eu- 
rone, especially in Poland and the Bal- 
kans, have rendered it dmpossible for 
the Red Cross to withdraw, although it 
has been and is the fixed policy to 
bring to an end the work in Europe as 
soon as possible. 

“ Epidemics of typhus and other dis- 
eases in central Burope constitute a 
menace to western Fiurope, and even 
the United States, which must be met, 
and which the American Red Cross is 
seeking to wipe out largely through the 
administering of medical and sanitary 
relief and the distribution of dietetic 
foods for the children and the sick. 

“For the purpose of meeting emer- 
gencies arising from disasters at home 
or abroad it is proposed to establish 
a fund of about $5,000,000. Obviously 
the exact calls upon this fund cannot 
be ee In order to render relief 
effective in case of disasters, however! 
there must be instantly available con. 
siderable sums of money at al! times. 

“The balance of the fund wil] be de 
voted, in @ general way, to two pur. 
poses. 

“ First, there is the work to be done 


for the American soldiers and sailors | 
and their families. There are still 
about 25.000 service mnen in American 
hospitals who must be looked after. 


The families of these soldiers and sail-| 


ors must be helped in many ways until 
their normal conditions are restored. 

“Second, there is to be carritd out 
the peace time program of the Red 
Cross, with special reference tp public 
health. The establishment of. health 
centers, the carrying out of a compre- 
hensive public health nursing pfogram, 
and similar activities come under this 
general classification.

This expression did not mean that 
these were the two greatest teams 
that had ever represented Chicago or 
Michigan, or that it was the greatest 
game ever played between these two 
colleges. It simply meant that both 
teams played up to their capabilities 
and that flukes or poor judgment did 
not enter into the result. 

Scene Recalled Good Old Days, 


In its setting the contest suggested 
the old days to which alumni are wont 
to refer. Every seat in the vast stands 
had been sold for days. Wolverine 
supporters were massed on the éast 
side, with the Michigan band on the 
side lines, and the yellow chrysanthe- 
mums on the coats of the young wom- 
en gave a livening touch of Michigan’ 


color to the whole assemblage as 
viewed from the west stands.

but the Chicago banners and ore 
carried by the students were plainly 
visible to the rooting hosts opposite. 

If the scene was similar to the aid 
days, the rooting and enthusiasm, wilt 
and frenzied in the early years of this 
century, were not. Collége rivalry be- 
tween Maroon and Wolverine is a name 
more than a reality to the respective 
present day students. It will take two 
or three or even four years to develop 
the old conditions among the under- 
graduates.

Ideal Sportsmanship Prevails. 

So far as sportsmanship was cen- 
cerned, the contest both in its prelim. | 
inaries and in fits decision was ideal.

Coach Stagg 
visited the Michigan hotel yesterday 
morning to inquire whether anything 
could be done for the comfort of the 
Wolverines. After the game Cnach 
Yost and Director of Athletics Bartelme 
visited the Maroon dressing room to of- 
fer congratulatious. Bartelme said: 
“We never like to lose to Chicago, but 
I'd rather the ‘Old Man’ would do it 
than several of our other opponents.” 

Even the rival cheer leaders vied 
with one another in extending vocal 
courtesies to their opponents. Some of 
the old timers rather"scoffed at these 
civilities, but they certainly are better 
than the bitterness and suspicions 
which once held sway in the confer- 
ence. 


Maroons Good Ground Gainers.

Pperted on seemingly good authority 
that it was the intention of the rules of 
golf committee to introduce a rule 
standardizing the fi 

‘In order to give the golf trade a 
chance to unload its stock of heavier 
Dalis. it was proposed to make the 
change take effect at the close of the 
present season. 


For the time being the matter seems | 


to be in abeyance, and, while the mat- 
ter of standardization never has been 
officially discssed by the United States 
Golf association, the hational body 
would have to take official action if 
the British authorities decided to adopt 
a standard ball. 


Where Nations Differ. 
Although the U. S. G. A. and the 
royal and ancient club differ in. their 
interpretation of the amateur rule, the 
only difference in the playing rules is 
that the U. S. G. A. sanctions the use 
ofthe mallet-headed putter, which is 
barred in Great Britain. 
| Commenting on the proposed legis- ; 

the Canadian Golfer says: 

“It is sincerely hoped that the rules 
of golf committee will not be so ill 
hdvised as to adopt such a radical de- 
parture without first’ consulting the 
op that be in this and other golf- 
img countries. in Canada the rules 
and :egulations of the game as laid 
@oéwn by St: Andrews are faithfully 
followed, but it is a grave question if 
any such change as that mooted in | 
connection with the standardization of | 
the ball.would be acceptable here. The 
ruleg of golf committce must ‘ hasten 
slowly,’ very slowly. before making 
any e:ch rash decision. It certainly 
would be retrograde legislation.

| “The chief objections made to the 
rubber cored ball are that it gives a 
good response to a half hit shot; that 
it mpkes recovery from hazards too 
efsy, so that the bad shot does not 
receive the punishment it Jeserves, and 
that its resiliency makes it much 
harder to control on a hard green and 
so Antroduces an element of luck in 
approaching and putting. 
'“All these objections apply most 
strongly to the floater and much less 
strongly to the small, heavy ball, which 
it is proposed to abandon. One thing 
is sure: if St. Andrews does attempt 
stendardize the ‘floater,’ its ruling 
Will not be observed in Canada or the 
States. It will commit golfing suicide 
as far as its influence here is con- 


eerned.”

became trustees for nearly Ive mil. 
lion dollars. The bulk of fund, 
the proceeds of two previous .carm- 
paigns, was forwarded to Washington 
and 25 per cent/Was retained for loca! 
administration. Supplies of a value of 
upwards of four million dollars were 
made by patriotic women of Chicago 
from raw materials furnished by the 
Chapter and delivered to the men in 
cantonments, at embarkation points 
and in the fighting lines. 

The million dollar War Fund we now 
seek to raise in Chicago is to be divided 
$600,000 to National Headquarters and 
$400,000 to Chicago Chapter treasury. 
The first item represents our propor- 
tion of thé fifteeen million dollars 
which is the objective in the country- 
wide drive. 

To enumerate only a few outstanding 
items in the Natlonal budget: 

(a) The de lization of the Red 
Cross forces overseas began with the 
armistice. It was determined as a 
matter of policy that there should be 
no new undertakings and that the 
work in hand should be closed as 
promptly as was consistent with order- 
ly and economical administration. You 
will bear in mind, however, that nine 
can soldiers are still in service wver- 
seas, and that as to them Red Cross 
service must be available until the last 
man embarks for home. 

(b) By Congressional! action the Sec- 
retary of War has turned over to the 
American Red Cross highly specialized 
supplies of the nature of medicines and 
surgical equipment stated to be in ex- 
cess of the requirements of our army 
and navy to the value of something 
like thirty-five million dollars. ese 
are to be distributed through the Red 
Cross abroad, where they will acconi-’ 
plish most in the alleviation of human. 
suffer:..g and in advancing the good 
will of our country among the nations. 

(c) For some time to come the Mili- 
tary Hospitals in this country will be 
filled with wounded men, and these 
men will continue to receive the Red’ 
Cross service, which is provided wher- 
ever men in uniform are in special 
need.

‘Lieut. West died tm San Francisco, 
estranged from his family and in debt 
to his brother here in Chicago for his 
uniform.

1. COMPENSATION—_ 

Stanislaw K., a recent Polish imm!i- 
grant, was discharged from the Ameri- 
can army in November, 1918, because 
of a serious heart condition. He re- 
turned to Chicago and dropped from 
sight. Later the govérnment requested 
the Red Cross to search for the soldier, 
believing that he needed medical atten- 
tion and was eligible to compensation 
and re-education. The search covered 
a wide area and included previous ad- 
dresses, places of employment, former 
friends and Polish saloons. He was 
finally found. (There were 2,013 in- 
}stances of compensation help.) 


5. EMPLOYMENT AND VOCATION- 
AL ADVICE— 


‘While Private S. was in service he 
married, and before his return his wife 
gave birth to a child. He came home 
feeling that he could never realize his 
ambition to become 7 master mechanic, 
as he had now neither the time nor 
money to continue his studies. He 
even contemplated divorce, thinking 
thus to free himself from his family 
responsibility. Through the efforts of 
the Red Cross the young man was en- 
abled to continue his training and still 
has his family with him. (1,468 in- 
gtances handled in this week.) 


6.“ TRANSPORTATION— * 


Vernon H. was discharged from 
Camp Custer. The following day he 
was brought to the Red Cross office in 
Chicago by a motor corps driver who 
had found him unconscious in the rail- 
way station. His discharge papers 
showed he had been released from the 
service for disability, due to a constitu- 
tional psychopathic state. We assigted 
him to.a hospital, placed his money, 
amounting to $250.00, in safe keeping, 
and when he was able to travel sent 
him to his home Chapter. (278 in- 
stances under this heading.) 


7. LOCATION OF RELATIVES— 


Lewis V..,°dn Englishman, enlisted 
in June, 1918, and was killed in action 
in September of the same year, leaving 
a wife and two children—Andrew not 
quite 3 years old, and Baby Olive, 13 
months. The Red Cross was loaning 
money to the family pending the ar- 
rival of tHe-allotment and allowance 
check. In January, 1919, the children 
developed diphtheria, and following 
their discharge from the hospital the 
mother and both children c*#ntracted 
pneumonia. The mother and baby girl 
both died, leaving 3-year-old Andrew 
alone. After a protracted search the 
Red Cross was ab’e to find the aged 
grandparents in England. While this 
search was going on it was discovered 
that Andrew had a tubercular condition 
of the hip. He is now in the Children’s 


‘that a Negro soldier had been arphrx- 


ting compengation of $30.00.a month 
from the government, is not phys- 
cally able to enter vocational training 
ind therefore cannot enjoy the benefits 
of the monthly sum offered by’ this de- 
partment. After investigating the home 
of the soldier, the Red Cross ‘decided 
that $30.00 a month was wholly inade- 
quate to meet the requirements of the 
wounded man and his family. The 
government allowance is being‘ sup-' 
pled by the Red Cross until the War 
Risk Bureau adjusts the family's 
claims. (301 instances of service of 
this kind.) 


12. TRAVEL PAY ADJUSTMENTS— 


Some years ago a young Greek left 
his wife and mother in Macedonia and 
immigrated -to this. country. When 
war was declared he was inducted into 
service, suffered a disability, wag dis- 
charged and granted compensation. 
while he was waiting for his award 
his wife died, making his need for 
money more acute. In one of the daily 
papers the soldier saw the announce- 
ment that -travel pay had been in- 
creased from 4% cents to 5 cents per 
mile. He immediately applied--to the 
Red Cross and through our efforts re- 
ceived the money due him, (140 such 
instances.) 


13. ALLOTMENT, AND 


DIFFICULTIES—. 


A Jewish woman went to our office 
in the heart of the Ghetto not long ago, 
taking with her a newspaper account 
of the sinking of the Tuscania. Among 
the survivors she found the name of 
Jacob G. Her husband of the same 
name had deserted her and their four 
children eight years before and this

was the first clue she had of his 
whereabouts. 
The visitor secured iden- 


tifying information among relatives, 
employers and friends and it was sent 
te the Adjutant General's officé in 
Washington. The man proved to be 
the deserting husband and father. 

Mr. G. was obliged to make an allot- 
ment, and since this time his wife and 
children have been enjoying the -aid- 
and protection which the government 
and the Red Cross provide for the fam- 
ily of a soldier. (1,944 instances of 
this service.) 


14. FOREIGN SERVICE CASES— 


A British East Indian in the Cana- 
dian service found himself stranded in 
Chicago, due to the delayed arrival of 
the gratuity check. The Red Cross 
communicated with his commanding 
officer in Toronto. He recommended 
a loan and authorized transportation 
to Canada and~these services were 
extended to the soldier. In a short 
time he returned the entire sum loaned 
him. (194 cases.) 


15. PERSONAL EFFECTS OF DE- 
CEASED MEN, FUNERALS, ETC,—. 


“BLACK DEVIL TO BE BURIED 
IN POTTER'S FIELD.” This news 
headline came’to the attention of the 
Red Cross & few weeks ago. The re- 
porter had recorded merely the fact 


iated in his rooming house, and as no 
one claimed the body, a pauper funera 
wculd follow. 

The.Red Cress iearned that the “ve 
Thomas Anderson, had been released 
from Camp Grant the day before the 
tragedy and had remained over night 
in Chicago befote resuming his jour- 
ney to his home in Alabama. He was 
a graduate of Tuskegee university, the 
son of a minister in a sjnall southern 
town. He had been orated for 
bravery and wore the insignia of the 
“Black Devils/’ 

The father was communicated with 
and the boy’s body was sent home. 
The: Red. Cross helped in the adjust- 
ment of t’ > insurance and traced the 
boy’s Lib-rty bonds. (89 instances of 
ervice uuder this heading.) 


16, DISCHARGES— 


Charles —— enlisted in August, 
1917, leaving behind a wife and two 
children. A year later he was wounded 
and sent to a base hospital in France. 
Upon his discharge he was given 
transportation to the town where his 
company was supposed to be stationed. 
Due to a confusion in directic-1s, the 
soldier sought his outfit for six weeks. 
was finally attached to a casual com- 
pany, and sent back to the Un‘ted 
States with an order to report to the 
adjutant general in Chicago. En route 
his purse containing the order was 
lost. The soldier arrived in Chicago 
and presented himself to the adju- 
tant general's office without identify- 
ing papers. A clerk in the adjutant 
general’s* office had misfiled the corre- 
spondence concerning the man. He 
was declared an impostor and reported 
to the army intel.gence department 
as a deserter. ) 

At this juncture, the soldier's wife. 
to whom he had given assistance, ap- 
pealed to the Red Cross to help her 
husband. Submitting to the adjutant 
general a resume of our case record 
and a letter the soldier ha4 written us 
from France concerning his allotmént 
and allowance, we were able to satisfy 
the department of his identity. He 
was restored to his former good stand 
ing and received an honorable dis- 
charge. (686 instances.) 


17. IDENTIFICATION AT BANK— 


A discharged soldier came to the Red 
Cross office with a check for $90.00 
which he had been unable to cash, as he 
was a stranger in Chicago. We estab- 
lished communication with his Home 
Chapter, learned that he was responsi- 
ble and thus were enable to safely as- 
sist the soldier in cashing his check,

After a period 
of six months the alidfment was agaln 
felayed. <Accord'n< to our bu4<¢et, we 
found a deficit of $12.00 a month when 
the allotent allowance came rez- 
ularly. We decided to give t deficit 
as a grant, and the amount of delayed 
allotment and allowence sf a loan. 

When a check for $426.00 was finally 
received we called at the house, and 
Mrs. A. was Very proud of the fact 
that. she was able to ‘return $225.00 
horrowed money to the Red Cross.

I can not tak@ the space to go Into 
any detail of the work of our teaching 
\center. The community has received 
many instances_of.jts yalue during the 
influenza epidemic; 900 women who 
had had this training came to the 
rescue of families who could not secure 
nurses. On the occasion of the recent 
fire at the Yards we were able to cali 
promptly into. service one of our 
trained Sanitary Detachments. consist- 
ing wholly of- people who spoke one 
or more of the foreign lengukges.

But if 
there is an up and down to be observed, 
or a design with an up and down, each | 
piece must be cut going the same way. 

Where the material cannot be folded 
together and opposite sides of the same 
piece cut at the same time, it is wise 
to chalk an outline of the piece for 
each side, being sure that you are get- 
ting it right and not finding that you 
have cut both pieces for the same side. 

All seam lines should be clearly 
marked with tracing wheel, French 
chalk, or a basting thread, notches and 
all other marks clearly indicated on 
the cloth in the same manner. I can, 
imagine some women saying they 
haven't time to be so careful, but they 
forget how much time they spend rip- 
ping out what they do, or else they 
are willing to wear clothes 
carelessly made.

HOT BISCUITS. 

F one loves things American it Is 
almost impossible to despise wholl) 
the hot bix-uit tradition. It was 
hot dough,’ yellow and uacrnd with 


soda, that made the dyspeptics of Bret 
Harte’s stories. It has been “sinkers ” 
that made people of certain sections 
hate biscuits. 

Something would be lost from our 
items of national gayety if the idea 
of the bride’s biscuit was not a con- 
tinuing one, although why tn ahejJd 
be ‘the first thing the bride essays I 
cannot guess, unless it be that bride 
grooms set such store on hot biscuits. 
I guess that this is the reason, for 
recently a young man on the verge of 
matrimony asked me for a biscuit rec- 
ipe. After reasoning on the phenom- 
enon a bit | straightway set me about 
making up for lost time by trying to 
renew my acquaintance with what was 
the first formal thing I ever cooked, 
cream biscuits. The first I ever made 
were a success and so were the last, 
for my young niece said she could 
make a whole meal “off them.” 


Two cups of flour, two teaspoons of 
baking powder or four perfectly level 
teaspoons of baking powder sifted with 
the flour, if you are accustomed to 
using two teaspoons of baking powder 
per cup of flour as the baking powder 
manufacturers advise, a level teaspoon 
of salt, shortening from one tablespoon 
up to four, and milk to wet the whole, 
is the formula for baking powder bis- 
eult.

Small Tea Biscuits Baked in “Fours.” 


The bride who can make biscuits Is tn 
training for pie crust making, since 
true suvcess will be had with biscuits 
if they are made just like pie crust. 
Some makers of biscuits even chill the 
dough, as in making pie crust, when 
they are working for a flaky biscuit 
and use less baking powder. 

For the sake of having a short bis- 
cuit, suppose we use four tablespoons 
of butte: instead of one, or at least use 
two. The beginner can well use the 
largest measure of both shortening 
and baking powder. She can better get 
the idea of gettihg the shortening into 
the flour if she uses the larger quan: 
tity. 

‘t Is all well enough to talk about 
chopping shortening into flour, when 
you have as much as you use in mak. 
ing flaky pastry, but when you are mak 
ing biscuits it is hardly worth while 
to try the two knives. Put your fingers 
right in. and work the shortening into 
the sifted dry ingredients until the 
whole has the consistency of fine sand. 
Gather this up into a mound, make a 
well in it, and into this small inden 
tation pour the wet, part at a time. 

At no time have a mass that is al 
most slimy wet in any rirt. to which

out, and cut into biseuits. 

If you have learned to make yeast 
bread you must make over entirely 
your idea of kneading. The yeast bread 
needs to be kneaded until elastic. The 
elastic qualities of the flour have not 
been developed for the baking powder 
or soda biscuit, and the less you knead 


will be. The more you handle your 
de sh the more likely you will be to 
get heavy biscuits. 

In making sour cream biscuits, salt 
and a half teaspoon of soda, to a cup of 
cream, should be sifted with the flour, 
and the cream stirred into a well made 
in it. If the other method is tried, as 
in making muffins, of stirring the flour 
into the cream, you can get some 
thing equal to a beaten biscuit if you 
add the flour in nall enough quanti. 
ties. You can get in this way a biscuit

pretty little white bungalow shown in 
the accompanying design. Here is a 
home that it would be a delight to 
housekeep in. It has only four rooms, 
but they are of a size that means com- 
fort, and at the same time are ar- 


‘ranged so conveniently that the wom- 


en members of the family of the pro- 
spective home builder will be delighted 
with it. 


From an exterior viewpoint, this lit- 
tle bungalow is a beauty. The cute 
little arch over the porch, and the hip 
roof, as thé builders call the roof that 
overhangs, make this bungalow attrac- 
tive. The dimensions are only 23 feet 
6 inches by 34 feet 6 inches, so not a 
large lot is required for it. 

The four rooms are a living and din- 
ing.room combined, with the kitchen at 
the rear, and two bedrooms with bath- 
room between opposite. The living 


and dining room is 11 by 16 feet, which 


is a good size; the kitchen is 7 feet 6 
inches wide and 13 feet long, which is 
a shape that will allow the house- 
keeper tot reach any part of it with 
few steps. The floor plan shows 
where the range has been placed, with 
the sink; table, and wall cases for

dishes and utensils only a step away. 
This kitchen would be approved by 
those who believs that a woman’s work 
in the home should be done with the 
efficiency found in a modern factory: 
A word about the furniture. In such 
a little house, it should all be small in 


. scale and not too widely contrasting in 


character. Walnut is good, or browned 
maple, or even oak (not “ golden” but 
light walnut color). The table should 
be a gate-leg, or other drop-leaf style. 
A davenport and one small overstuffed 
chair and a rush bottom ladder-back 
together with a wheel tea-table about 
complete the living room. Accessories 
may be added according to one’s taste. 
For a family of two it would be well! 
to equip one of the bedrooms with sim- 
ple twin beds, chairs, and a somno- 
stand—nothing more, and in the other 
bedroom put the rest of the bedroom 
set—the chiffonier and dressing table, 
chair, rocker, shirt-waist box, etc.— 
and use it as a dressing room.

A good color scheme would be dove 
gray for the side walls, dull green for 
the rugs, window shades, and awnings; 
cushion and lamp shades in those pe- 
culiar tints.of pink mauve and blue 
that you see in morning glories, old 
ivory woodwork, and in the living room 
a dull violet blue velour chair and a 
violet and blue brocatelle day-bed cov- 
er. A bit of yellow pottery (not too 
bright) would give accent to the 
scheme. Repeat the morning glory 
tints in the two bedrooms. 


_H. L. K.: Amber, a neutral tan or 
gray for side walls will be in harmony 
with your dining and living room fur- 
nishings. If you do not wish to use a 
figured drapery, use either rose or ma- 
hogany in plain or striped material.

In transferring a design to crépe 
some little diffidulty may be experi- 
enced with the unevenness of the crépe. 
This, however, results in an artistic 
effect after dyeing, as the line of the 
design, instead of being perfectly 
Straight, follows the hills. and hollows 
of the crépe in an effective manner. 

After the design is traced on the ma- 
terial fill in all those parts of the de- 
sign that are not shaded with fine lines 
with liquid paraffin. Also cover all the 
crépe not included in the design with 


’ liquid paraffin. The wax or paraffin is 


placed in a small skillet over a gas 
flame and heated until a blue’ haze 
comes from the melted wax. It is then 
painted directly on the material, using 
a No. 3 bristle brush for the finer 
spaces and a No. 8 bristle brush to 
cover the remaining portion of the 
searf and the pin cushion material. 
Crush the material, after coating with 
paraffin, in your hands so that the 
much desired crackle may show after 
dyeing. This marbled appearance is 
much sought after in batik dyeing. _ 

If a pink and rose combination is de- 
sired use scarlet dye; if two tones of 
blue are to be used select light blue 
dye. Follow the directions on the enve- 
lope (don’t use soap dyes for these ar- 
ticles); except when completed there 
should be but two Quarts of dye. Don’t

is removed. Then soak in a bow! of 
gasoline until the wax is removed. 

Dry and press. The method used for 
this design corresponds to the original 
Javanese method in which the back- 
ground is kept light with a darker de- 
sign on it. 

The easier method is to paint the 
design and allow it to be light upon a 
darker background. However, the 
light background gives a much hand- 
somer effect-and is well worth the trou- 
ble of doing.

As a producer he finds himself threatened by 
paralysis of transportation and increased rates, al- 
though from his point of view the compensation 
and conditions of railroad work are reasonable, and 
he-has seen this compensation advance sharply 
im the last three years. 

_ As aconsumer he finds all his necessities greatly 
increased in price, while he confronts a fall in 
prices for what he has to sell. 

As a producer he has been exhorted for over two 
‘years to produce to the limit, and he has responded 
-to the limit of his strength. He has been told it 

was‘his duty to work unceasingly that the world 
‘maybe fed and hfs country meet her great obliga- 
tions. Yet be finds labor ignoring this appeal and 
engaged everywhere in a struggle for more money, 
for shorter hours, for more power, a. struggle 
which slows down the whole machinery of produc- 
tion, increases its cost, and reduces its output. 

And finally he has become aware that this 
struggle for material betterment includes also 
an attempt to seize vast power over the economic 
organization. He sees radicalism expressed not 
enly' in excessive economic demands, but also in 
‘revélutionary projects for the overthrow of our sys- 
tem of industry, government and society. 

No wonder the farmer is beginning to take no- 
tice, to assert his interest, and to let it be known 
that he intends’ to defend it and the institutions in 
which “he continues to believe—in individual lib- 
erty, in private property, in progress threugh edu- 

cation, persuasion, and evolution, in the rule of the 
majority, and intelligent aeceptance of majority 
decision, in the ballot, in representative govern- 
ment, in the supremacy of law, 

The soundest element in labor, we believe, sands 
with the farmer and all other citizens on this 
Sround, though at times that elem-ent may be over- 
jowed or swept away by radical influences. But

: LAW AND CUSTOM. 

We have assumed that it had been definitely 
and almost unchangtably determined what the 
country’s condition with regard to alcohol shall 
be in and after Jan. 16 next year; that it will be 
dry, dry as a bone except for the private stock 
remaining extant, and such bootlegging and moon- 
shining as manages to evade the internal rev- 
enuers. 

This being the case the wet and dry elections 
seem a bit bewildering, but there are states which 
adopted the constitutional amendment subject to 
referendum and there are states with state dry 
laws which unless they are repealed will deprive 
such commonwealths of the full benefit of the days 
of grace, if any, intervening between the president's 
proclamation declaring war prohibition off and the 
b&ginning of prohibition under the constitutional 
amendment. Hope springs eternal 

Therefore there remains a kick or two in an 
issue which is otherwise about az dead as a door 
nail. In the elections of this week there werr indi- 
cations of a reversal of opinion on constitutional 
prohibition. It is not a revolt, but the Ohio, New 
Jersey, and Kentucky elections at least revealed 
the stirring of a doubt whether the wisest action 
was presented in the constitutional amendment.

NE four-hundredth of the ef 

tire population of this country are 

‘being cared for in hospitals for 

the insane and other institutions 
‘for the mentally deficient. 


mentally peculiar to a degree that makes 
it difficult fer them to make a living. 
Many of them are wholly supported by 
thelr families and many more partially 
so. The cost of so large a group is very 
heavy. 

To make matters worse, insanity is 
hereditary in a certain sense. Mental in- 
stability is inheritable. Out mental 
instability insanity may devel It is 
in this sense, and only in this sense, that 
insanity is inheritable. 

| 

A strong society on mental hygiene 
has been founded on the idea that per- 
sons, and especially children, with men- 
tal instability can become good citizens 
provided they are properly trained. 

If, on the other hand, people undertake 
to punish thém one way or the other 
for their mental peculiarities and their 
asocial tendency, they develop into Insane 
persons or peculiar people, unable to fit 
anywhere into the general scheme of 
things. Especially is it true that chil- 
dren with unstable minds can be made 
into good or bad citizens, depending on 
the way they are handled. There are 
persons to whose opinion a good dea! of 
weight attaches who hold that the kind 
of insanity a child will develop when it 
grows up can be predicted on the basis 
of its mental] peculiarities as a child, . 


The insanities due to syphilis, alcohol, 
and other poisons must be ruled out. 
Likewise the senile dementias. But they 
claim that it can be predicted in chiid- 
hood that this child will become a para- 


ject, and a third one an epileptic 


On the other hand, many just as good 
&uthorities say it is not possible to go 
so far as that, but it is easily possible 
to say a certain child is of a neurotic 
constitution and if it is improperly 
trained it will grow up insane or at least 
peculiar, and unable to fit In anywhere. 
When these nervous children are en- 
countered, a mistake may be made in 
either of two directions. On the one 
hand, the condition may be belittled by 
such comments as these—“ Spasms in 
teething babies are not serious,” “ Many 
children do not walk until they are 3 or 
4 years old,” “ Don’t worry, he is just a 


‘On the other hand, many persons do 
great harm by advising that the in- 
‘herited character of a chi'd cannot be 
changed by training, 
child never can be anything but a shut-in. 

The truth lies between these positions. 
On the one hand, evidences of a neurotic 
constitution in children never are to be 
‘disregarded, and on the other, practically 
no child with a neurotic constitution ts 
inevitably bound for the insane hospital. 

If the peculiar danger in which such 
‘children are -ie early recognized and 
frankly confronted, and special training 
instituted for them, the great majority 
can be saved to lives of usefulness and 
some to mental heighta bordering on 
genius.

HIS is to be Children’s Book week all over our broad and, beaming land. 
Do you realize what that means? It means that every library in the 
United States will make a special attempt to, interest children in books 
and to interest grown-ups in the choice of proper books ‘for children, It means 


‘that every seller of books will have a special display of children’s books. But 


most of all it means tMat children’s books will acquire the dignity to which 
they are entitled, children’s reading will be considered worthy’ to associate 
conversationally with the high cost of living and the new Velasquez silhouette. 
When I was a little girl my passion for books as Christmas gifts instead of 
dolls and fur sets and Diablo and Nellie Bly made me a marked person. When 
we compared our Christmas gifts the day we went back to school after our 
Christmas holidays (were thete ever days like them?) I always went home 
with a hodge-podge of sentiment. I knew that I was happier over one book 
of my very own than I would ever have been as the possessor of the gorgeous 
frivolities which adorned Beatrice and Helen, my two bosomest friends. 

And yet, no one else seemed to feel as I did about books, Most of the ghil- 
dren in our school didn’t have béoks among their, Christmas things, or; at best, 
only one cheap one. And we were just an ordinary, normal, happy group of 
school children. The old joke about not getting Johnny a book for-Christmas 
becausé he has one was a truth spoken in jest. And that wasn’t a half century 
ago, either! Now the normal] child reads as much as his relative wn-ups 
(more than many of them). He reads books as well written as theirs and often} 
much more beautifully illustrated. And as he grows, his literary development 
is watched over with the same care that is given’ his tonsils. Perhaps it is 
because children own books now @hat literature is more of a living thing to 
them than it was when I was a child. We used to read of Abraham Lincoin’s 
year of work to pay for the book which he had borrowed and which had been 
ruined by the snow drifting in through the cracks, and I fear our respect for the 
ambition of our martyred president: was overshadowed by our terror lest we, 
too, might unintentionally suffer ajbook to be damaged and have to spend eons 
working out our indebtedness. t now, whén every child can own a tiny 
library, when the public library has a room especially for children, when 
schools have borrowing libraries, and, finally, when a national Children’s Book 
weet is set aside, children’s reading may be said to be looking up. :

This month’s bulletin has lists of recommegded reading for children and for 
parents about children’s reading. On the third floor there is a display of books 
recommended to parents end teachers dealing with the various phases of chil- 
dren’s reading. On the fourth floor there will be a display-of children’s books, 
especially the newest ones. And each afternoon at 4 o’clock in,the Thomas 
Hughes room there will be an open conference on children’s neading led. by a 
member of the library staff. On Monday the subject will be “Fairy Tales”; 
on Tuesdays “Before the Reading Age”; on Wednesday, “The Youwhg Book 
Lover”; on Thursday, “ Recreational Reading in the High School Age”; on 
Friday, “ Reading Aloud in the Schoo/s,” and on Sagurday, “ The Family Read- 
ing Table.” Two famous children’s writers will be in Chicago this week, 
Thornton Burgess of the Bedtime Stories fame, and John Martin, the beloved.

a pound. Bread during the last year 
was made of heather, the leaves, blos- 
soms, and roots being ground and used.

HE “Palace” proved to be a 

large two story barnlike struc- 

ture of light colored brick set a 

little back from the street on a 

plot of bare ground.
